pOET IZAAK WALTON un- 

doubtedly considered himself 
the "Com pleat Angler,” and pre- 
sumably he was, in his day. For 
time was when a can of worms, 
nickel hook tied to bamboo pole, 
sinker and cord constituted ade- 
quate equipment for a day’s fish- 
ing. 

Nowadays, the fresh-water fish- 
erman goes after trout with hat- 
band full of expensive flies, chooses 
between Dolly Varden and Coach- 
man, lands fish with costly net or 
trimly-fashioned gaff. For marlin 
or tuna, he requires a fitted pole 
with woven line, tooled leader and 
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finely-machined hooks, casts from 
after-deck of luxuriously appointed 
launch. 

But it remained for U. S. college 
girls to invent the radically new 
and novel sport of fish-hunting 
with bow and arrow (practically 
only equipment required, except 
for underwater diving goggles to 
rescue arrows driven into stream’s 
bed).

"TJISTURBING reports from nation’s capital 
reveal that female office-secretaries and 
assistants, homeward bound from late assign- 
ments, are frequently accosted and, in one or 
two instances, attacked by sex-crazed thugs. 
Deplorable situation has led college women, 
other prospective young girl war workers to 
add instruction in Judo, or Jiu-jitsu, to 
courses preparing them for various types of 
defense work. 

Self-defense against mashers for women on 
their own is capably and quickly taught to 
constantly increasing numbers of New York 
college students by Manhattan’s Academy of 
Jiu-jitsu’s Paul Zippel. Zippel, in the accom- 
panying pictures, "leads with his chin,” gives 


apt pupil, Hunter Collegian Florence Fitz- 
gerald, opportunity to display her skill in re- 
pelling typical advances from would-be 
masher. 

By fitting coincidence, Japanese, who are 
responsible for current necessity for work- 
ing knowledge of the art, invented Jiu-jitsu.

Logical explanation of Judo’s 
effectiveness lies in dextrous execution of 
simple maneuvers by person attacked, para- 
doxically forcing assailant to use his strength 
to own disadvantage.
